I HAVE visited the city of Quebec—for the first time. 
I ain only sorry 
I that I could not have seen this interesting city when a boy, for then 
I read of its historical background and was thrilled by the stories of sac­ 
rific e and heroism experienced by those who were responsible for the 
City as it is today. 
Mr. R A. Benoit. Clerk of the Upper House of Parliam ent, took us 
into a room where are kept the great documents of history that have 
been preserved. We saw the handwriting of the great founders and 
builders and saw lovely reproductions of the early buildings. Tiiere were 
two life-sized wooden statues, cut from great trees, th at had withstood 
the elements for 200 years—and cut with the accuracy and beauty ol 
genius—superlatively lovely! 
I walked about the city, liking especially the old French part- 
Quebec is about 90 per cent French today. The old city, most call it. 
I 
saw there the narrowest street in America called Sure Ie Cap. now used 
mostly for clothes-lines I 
How I loved the old buildings with their solid 
foundations and architecture—the doorways and roofs especially being 
interesting and quaint. 
The city stands upon a high elevation of rock, some 350 feet above 
the beautiful St. Lawrence river. The location was first sighted by Ja c­ 
ques Cartier, discoverer of Canada, and this "cradle of New France" Is 
called the "G ibraltar of America ” The point is dom inated by the beau­ 
tiful Chateau Frontenac hotel. 
My room looked out upon the river 
where I watched the rising of the sun. and its colorful setting at night. 
Everywhere you walk in Quebec you tread upon historic ground. 
There are monum ents everywhere, it seems. 
It, also, rem ains the only 
walled city in North America. 
But m uch as I was enthralled by the city itself, I shall remember 
longest the ride we took to the country along the river, north. 
Here are 
th e French people as they lived a hundred years and more ago—the same 
quaint homes and gardens, the two wheeled carts and horse, the barns 
with tile centre driveway. The French roofs of the homes, the small and 
large cathedrals, the plum and apple orchards along the winding road. 
And everywhere you saw children—healthy, rosy cheeked. 
I visited the famous Kent House, once the home of the Duke of Kent, 
the father of Queen Victoria, and there saw the wonderful Montmorency 
Falls, second only to Niagara in beauty. Then we drove to the village 
where thousands visit—the shrine of Ste. Anne de Beaupre. 
Here in Quebec on the "Plains of Abraham" was fought the great 
battle between Montcalm and Wolfe th at decided the English supremacy 
—both heroes were mortally wounded. 
It is said that Wolfe, the Eng­ 
lish General, before the battle, rem arked to one near, th at he would 
rather be the author of Grey’s "Elegy" than be the victor of the battle 
on the morrow. 
But who can say which has won the greater immortality? 
W hen we drove across the great steel bridge that spans the St. Law­ 
rence river and then looked back upon Quebec, as we drove north along 
the river toward New Brunswick, we knew we had treasured something 
Ane and lasting In our heart.
